MILWAUKEB, Aug.'26—After struggling
through three long executive sesslons, dur-
ing which the nine-hour workday was the
subject of warm debate, the United Ty-
pothetae of America at noon today disposed
of the question for the preseant at least, by
the passage of the following resolutions:

Whereas, The question of establishing a
nine-hour working day In the printing busi-
ness has been brought to the attention of
this convention by committees appointed by
the International Printing Pressmen's and
Asgiatants' union and the Inlernational
Typographical unlon, and

Whereas, This convention has given *he
question careful consideration (n all its
bearings. Therefore, be it

Resolved, By the United Typothetns of
America that this body doea not deem It
practicable at the present time to recom-
mend to Its members any change in . the
huu;s of labor which constitute & day's
work.

Resolved, That the secretary of this con-
vention be ipstructed to forward coples of
these resolutions to the president of tho
International Printing Pressmea's and As-
sletanta' union, and to George W. Harris,
chairman of the committee appointed by the
International Typographlical union,

Resolved, That a committee of five be ap-
pointed by the convention to whom shall
be referred the question as to what meas-
ure, if any, can be adopted by the employing
printers which w'll make a ghorter work-
day practicable without Involving undue
loss upon the employers, and that this com-
mittee be authorized to confer with the
representatives of tre Intermational Print-
fng Pressmen's and Assistants’ unfon and
Internatioual Tyvpographical unlon, ad such
other similar orgalzations ms it may deem
pioper.

BIG COAL MINE BURNING

Many Miners Barely Hscape with
Their Lives, but Are Serlously
Burned=Horses Cremated,.

DANVILLE, Ill.,, Aug, 28.—The large coal
mine operated by A. H. Bennett caught fire
this morning and burned untll 2 o'clock
thia afterncon, Elghteen men were in the
mine at the time and barely escaped with
thelr lves.

When the alarm was given the entire
force rushed to the shaft and found it in
flames, the cage and cable having been
burned. They resolved to try the alr shaft
at the other end of the mine and started to
fight thelr way through the dense smoke
and flames. The props were all ablaze and
huge burning lumps of coal added to the
Intenge bheat, Several of the men sank ex-
hausted and had to be carried on out by
their companlons. Burning and brulsed
they literally crawled over red hot coals
and timber until their bodles were one mass
of wounds. When they reached the air
shaft they were drawn up by means of
ropes. Many of them were so completely
exhausted thut ropes had to be tied around
their bodles In order to get them out. Sowe
of the men may die from the effects of
burns, Charles Hatfield and son were among
those who were seriously burned. The
mules and horses used for teaming were
all cremated, The mines are practically
worthless and will probably never be worked
again,
